Dormer. His eldest son, Charles Coote, 4th Earl, was M.P. 
for Knaresborough and of the Privy Council of King George I. 
He died unmarried in Sept., 1715. It is probably for him 
that these firedogs were made, or perhaps for his brother, Henry 
Coote, 5th Earl, who succeeded him.

The contemporary styles of decoration are all found embodied 
in this most interesting piece and include engraved leafage, 
“ Stuart ’’ flowers, beaded rat-tail ornament, etc., whilst the 
pierced work is typical of the period. 

The wax jack is traditionally believed to have been given by 
Charles II to an ancestor of the late Colonel Fellows, possibly
